Irvltnt a German Physician Says About It. 


RENO, February 12, 1891. 


EDITOR JOCTBNAL:— Yt-starcky I had the 


honor of visiting the Insane Asylum with 
Dr. Bishop, Superintendent of that insti- 
tution. 
I found the first floor arranged as 


agyluma are iu European countries, wiih 
office, waiting rooms, dining rooms for the 
Superintendent and employes. 
On the 


second floor are the wards for the patients, 
the right side of the hall being occupied 
by males and the lift Bide by females. 
Each room Is furnished with clean and 
comfortable beds. There is a reading room 
supplied with books and papers for the 
patients. 
I spoke with several of the 


patient* concerning their treatment and 
food, and all expressed themselves as be- 
ing well satisfied. Some of the inmates ex- 
pressed the hope that the new Superinten- 
dent would treat them as kindly as Dr. 
Bishop. 


The clothing, rooms of the patients and 


in fact everything on the premises are clean 
and I regret that my pen cannot describe 
the institution as I would desire. 
The vis- 


itor se«s at a glanoe that the patients look 
upon Dr. Bishop as ranch in the light of a 
father an they do a physician. 


The Asylum ia supplied with good water 


and electric lights. Thpre ia a square or 
yard in which the patients promenade 
and exercise. It speaks well for the insti- 
tution that the deaths average only abont 
five per cent, while those discharged as 
cured averages about 33 per cent. Hoping 
yon will find space for this and thanking 
Dr. Bishop for bis kindness and hospitality

REPORT OF GRAND JURY, 


RENO, Nevada, Feb. 12, 1891. 


To t/if ffoH. A. E. Cheney, District fudge 


of Nevada:—Your Grand Jury, empanelled for 
the present term of the District Court, in and 
for the county of Washoe, has concluded its 
labors, submits this, its final report, and re- 
quests to be dischargee!. 


Through its committees the Jury has made a 


careful and conscientious investigation of the 
general affairs of the county, and the conduct 
of its officers. 
Details are elsewhere submitted 


showing that the general expenses of the county 
are largely in excess of the actual necessities, 
tir.d it is very evident that thousands of dollars 
can be saved, and no harm done fo any person 
or persons. There is entirely too much neg- 
lect and failure to understand and faithfully 
carry out the provisions of the laws gaverning 
the financial affaiis of the county, and if they 
desire the respect and confidence of the taxpay- 
ers, every officer should make it a point to 
know the law governing his official duty, and 
perform the same both in letter and spirit. 
The Board of Commissioners have no right to 
transact county business in a wrongful manner, 
when it would be just as easy to do the same 
in a correct and legal form. 


To illustrate the increase of current expenses 


we submit the following comparison: 


The Government census of 1880 disclosed 


the fact that Washoe county had, in 1879, 
about six thousand inhabitants. During said 
year the ordinary revenue in the county treas- 
ury was, in round numbers, $06,000. 
Ten 


years later (last year) the census was again 
taken, showing an increase of some 400 or 500 
souls; but the ordinary revenue to the county 
treasury was over $133,000 or an increase of 
over $37,000. 
So that, while the increase in 


numbers of inhabitants was very slight, the in- 
creased cost to the taxpayers was enormous. 


We think these figures 
may well cause 


alarm. 
It may be mentioned also in this con- 


nection that the gross receipts to the county 
treasury in 1889 were over $163,000, but 
$30,000 was extraordinary, being caused by 
the sale of University and agricultural bonds. 


But we find, by referring to statement of 


County Treasurer which is made a part hereof, 
that the increase is going on regularly, foi in 
1890 it appears that the ordinary revenue was 
over $136,000 as compared to $133,000 for 
1889. The sources from which this last named 
sum came are as follows:

The people of the State of Nevada, rep- 


resented in Senate and Assembly do enact 
as follows:

It amounts in eJ 
feet to roofing over the 
mountain

It consists of a series of terraces, four
